Some pla- 
cedtrue tranguzlitte in a conſtant eſtate of out- 
ward thinges; whereas theſe varie as often as 
the weather , being got with care, kept with feare, 
loft with ſorrow. Others, in ſuch a temper of the 
ſoule , as that it ſhould nener be affe&ed with a- 
ny caſuall cuents ; whereas , while iris priſoner 
in the D»nzeor of fleſh and blood, it is one while 
chearefull , another while dull, drowſie , comfort- 
leſſe, prone to reſt, loathing former reſolutions, 
"Others hold the beſt way forpeaceto be, when 
a man 7mpþ/oy:th himſelf in ſome publike affaires, 
then retyreth himſeclfe to his priuate ſtudies, 
thinking vpon the tryall of his abil:ty, nature of 
his buſineſſes , choiſe of his friends, fore-imagi- 
ning the worſt in all caſuall matters; Nay farther, 
in making the mot ofhimſelfe, chearing vp his 
ſpirits with the variety of recrcations , and other 
indulgences. 4iſerable comforters are all theſe. 
Here is no mention of the greateſt enemics,Con- 
ſcience of euill done, and feare of cuill to be ſuf. 
fered. Can any man haue peace that is at vari- 
ance with God andhimſelfe > Or is that peace 
the peace of God , which is thought to be with 
out him? Epheſus is better anfliucted , RKepent 
and doe the firſt workes.

ſealed letters containing the Catalogue of his 
ſinnes,and. commanding him to viſit all the holy 
places of the earth. Are theſe their firſtworkes? 

They ouerthrow the nature of true repen- 
tance, by their prodzzall grants and ſhamefull 
Martes of Pardons: giuing a Pardon for all 
fuch men as ſhall take common Women out 
|of the Stewes and mariy them. A pardon for 
twenty thouſand dayes by the grant of Pope 
Inn«cent the 6. for ſaying one Axe at the eleuati- 
on. A pardon for 6566. dayes, as many dayes 
ſay they as Chriſt had wounds in his body, for 
ſaying a prayer aslong as three Auces before the 
Crucifixe. A pardon for forty thouſand yeares,by 
Pope S:xtas the 4. to him that would ſay a pray- 
er of his making,not fiue aboue 40.word; long. 
A pardon of forty 4ayes to him that brit 
faggot, or buca ſtake to the burning os 
reſtant. A pardon to any man to deliuer one 
ſoul out of Purgatory for zen ſhillings, by Leothe 
renth, in the yeare of our Lord 1516. Ifthere be 
any one in this great Congregation, intoxicatc 
withthe Popiſh potions of Rome, let him ſee 


what mercie is inthe Pope ,who holding that it| 


is in his power to call miſerable ſoules out of 
this tormenting fire (which hell itſclfe is ſaid 
G to 
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to exceed onely in the continuance ) yet thar he 


ſhould ſuffer them to lye houling there, and not

A genera-| 
tron tor whole ſake hee had wrought many won-

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dance , inſuch delicacie, thar ncuer any Prince 
was ſo ſerucd in his greateſt pompe, hee deli- 
ueredthem from a bondage worſe. then death, 
vanquiſht many Kings for them,and led them by 
miracle through the red Sea, yet they murmure, 
repine, grudge,rebell;and when no fauour could 
moue them, God {weareth in his wrath that they 
ſhould not enter into his reſt. His patrence be- 
ing moued turneth into fury, Here are mercy aud 
igdgementthat hee threateneth before hee pnni- 
ſherh: and it is conditionall. Ypoz the opening 
of the ayre and ſhutting of the windowes of hea- 
uen, after the waters had ouer-run the world in 
| 150, dayes, God ſet his bow inthe cloud, a 
token of Couenant betwixt him and theearth: 
Not but that there was Raine and a Raine 
bow bsfore the flood : for howelſe could the 
plants and fruites of the carth haue beene ſo

many yeares -preſerued without Raine ? bur 
Nowit began to be aſigne twixt *Y and man, 
that there ſhould beno more a flo to deſtroy 
the earth.
